To  The  Hayor,  Aide  men  and  Councillors 
Gov/hridge  Borougii  Council, 

I  have  nuch  pleasure  in.  presenting  Annual  Report  upon  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  ox  the  Borough  for  the  year  1957« 

It  has  Been  prepared  in  accordance  vrith  the  suggestions  fron  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  as  contained  in  their  Circular  1/1958^  (Wales)  and^the  report 
presents  particulars’ under  the  following  headings:^  vital  statistics,  social 
conditions,  drainage,  water  supplies,  public  cleansing,  housing  and  o^her 
iiatters  which  have  an  affect  upon  the  public  health. 


The  Registrar  General  has  provided  statistical  infon.-ation,  f ron  whi^ 
it  is  ascertained  that  the  population  of  the  Borough  is  estimated  as  1,010 
and  that  there  v/ere  11  births  and  11  deaths. 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  over 
the  previous  years,  14  measles  being  accounted  for  and ^2  whooping  cough. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  r&.iDve  any  cases  to  the  isolation  hospital. 

During  the  year  an  extensive  programrue  of  v/ork  took  place  as  a  msult  of 
a  straightening  out  of  the  ^oed  of  the  River  Thaw  and  also^of  conducting  the 
river  to  a  now  passage  unde:.-  the  nmin  highv;ay  (AIB),  This  necessitated  the 
construction  of  a  new  bridge  and  a  loweritig  of  the  level  of  the  road,  and  a 
dealing  with  all  the  min  public  sewices. 

As  the  diversion  of  the  river  would  affect  the  swimming  pool  which  had 
been  in  use  for  mny  years,  a  new  site  v/as  suggested  for  a  pmposed  new 
pool.  Before  proceeding  ^/ith  an^r  scheme  a  report  was  presented  to  you  for 
your  consideration,  a  copy  of  which  v/iLl  be  found  m  the  body  of  the  report 

on  Page  3* 

Arain  this  year  it  tes  net  possible  to  erect  any  Council  houses  but 
properties  were  reconditioned  with  the  aid  of  t.'.prover.'.ent  grants. 

As  indicated  in  irty  previous  reports  no’..'  that  the  drWge  and  sewerage 
arranp-e!.'ents  are  up-to-date,  it  has  been  possible  for  certain  xsrprovments 
to  have  taken  place  in  food  preparing  premises  and  licensing  houses  %;hxoh

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SOCIAL  COIDITIOHS. 


The  Borxjugh  of  Covhridge  conprises  an  area  of  84  acres,  on  the  r^in  highway 
fron  Loixlon  to  Fishguard.  It  is  a  very  ancient  Borough  forrned  in  its  present 
state  proba'Dly  early  In  the  13th  centuiy  and  at  this  period  was  ranked  “ 
Gla:-.x.rgan  as  second  only  to  Cardiff.  It  tes  not  developed  uo  ^y  oonsideiahle 
extent  and  for  the  past  100  years  the  population  has  been  ainoab  static. 

The  Borough  is  the  natural  centre  of  the  fertile  Vale  of  Glarx^rgan  and 
the  principal  Industries  are  clearly  connected  with  agricultural  pursuits  sue 
as  a^icultural  engineers,  agricultural  nercliants,  and  shops  and  professiorwl 
offices  v;hich  specialise  in  counti^’"  requirenents. 

Public  '.ains  water  is  available  throughout  the  area  and  a  house_to  house 
refuse  collection  is  carried  out  at  vreekly  intervals.  Electricity  is  also 
urovried  iii  all  parts  of  the  area.  A  sewerage  scherio  is  now  provided 
throughout  the  tarn,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  smll  group  of  nouses  near 
the  Bridge  almost  all  properties  are  connected. 

There  are  no  lar^e  factories  in  the  area.  The  factories  which  are  here 
engage  a  stall  nurbertf  eitployees  sene  of  v;hom  are  r.ieE,bors  of  the  a-mers

Infectious  cas.^s 
are  usually  adiuitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Cefn  Hirgood  although  under 
regiona.lisation  specific  cases  night  be  adreitted  to  other  rrere  •convenient 
hospitals, 

Iledical  a-nd  surgdcal  cases  are  admitted  to  any  of  the  Board ^s  Hospitals  in 
Biddgend  and  Cardiff,  By  arrangeneit  TTith  the  Air  I'xinis::^'-  several  civilians' 
in  the  area  ha-re  been  treated  at  the  hospital  at  the  Ro^^al  Air  Force  Station, 

St.  Atiian. 

I'jatemity  cases  usually  enter  the  Bridgend  Hospital  or  St.  Athan  R,n.F, 
Hospital,  Of  the  11  births  during  the  year  fourv/eipe  bom  at  hone  and  the 
rcLiaining  nine  in  hospitals  in  the  surrounding  districts. 


Ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases  in  children  under  13  years  of  age  are  dealt 
v;ith  in  the  Children’ s’ Ear,  Hose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Cov/bridge  Road,  Ely, 
Cardiff.  In  ad'dition,  some  patients  receive  treatnent  at  the  Bridgend 
Hospital,  Children  suffering  fron  squint  can  also  receive  treatnent  at  the 
Orthoptic  Clinic,  and  those  cases  needing  operative  treatnent  are  acLnitted  to 
the  Children’s  Ear,  Nose  and  Tliroat  Hospital  as  above. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  I.Iinistry  of  Health  ’s  Public 
Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the  Cardiff  and 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory,

Y/'ith  one  exception  all  properties  in  the  Borough  are  connected  to  these 
mains. 


S^Tiiniing  Baths  and  Pools, 

I  presented  a  special  report  to  the  Borough  Council  on  tne  possibility 
of  ■’providing  a  bathing  pool  adjacent  to  the  River  Thaw  and  using  river  water 
for  this  nurpose.  The  Glamorgan  River  Board  had  promised  to  undertake  che 
excavation. 


The  oreport  gave  details  of  the  requirer.ients  for  m.odem  sv-dmuing  pools 
and  rc minded  the  Council  of  their  duty  as  a  sanitaiy  authority  in  not 
allovring  the  use  of  baths  by  the  p.-.  lie  unless  'che  -v/ater  is  satisfactoiily  created. 

Samples  of  v;ater  taken  from  the  river  at  various  tames  had  been  unsat  is  fact  oiy. 

No  fuorcher  progress  on  this  pmposed  project  vras  made  duringthe  year.

There  are  thioe  schools  in  the  area;  the  Cov/bridge  G-rai-.ij?ar  School,  Y 
BontTaen  Eleirnntaiy  School  and  a  snail  private  school  at  High  Stre..t, 

Each  of  these  schools  is  pravided  v/ater  closets  and  nains  v/ater 

and  all  are  now  connected  to  the  Borough  sev/erage  schene. 

Rivers  and  Streains, 

The  Glanorgan  River  Board  have*  diverted  the  River  Thai,?  to  a  point 
approxhiiately  100  yards  to  the  west,  and  the  G-lanorgan  County  Council 
have  provided  a  new  Bindge  where  the  river  passes  under  the  road  at  this 
point,.  This  v;ork  was  almost  conpHeted  during  1937  sad  has  resulted  in  a 
considerahle  ir.iprovenent  in  the  drainage  of  the  agricultural  land  north  of 
Coiv’bridge, 

The  flooding  of  this  area  periodically  experienced  in  post  ^rears,  has 
nov;  been  abated.  The  v;ater  in  this  river  is  no  longer  polluted  sewage 
and  receives  no  effluent  from  the  factories  or  se\/age  disposal  plants  north 
of  Cowbridge,

During  the  year  the  improvement  of  Southgate  Cottage  vras  completed  with 
the  aid  of  an  iimprovement  grant  under  Section  13  of  the  Housing  Act,  1919. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  prepared  a  schene  for  the  improvement  of  Bush 
House,  Cov/bridge  and  this  v.-as  submitted  to  the  llinistip^  of  Housing  and  Local 
Govemrr.ent  for  a  grant  under  Section  13  of  the  Housing  ,^ct,  1949* 

Approval  was  received  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  exchequer  contribution 
in  lespect  of  this  iviproverx  n t  work  was  £26,  l6so  Cd,  per  annum  for  a  period  of 
2C  years, 

(b)  Private  Enterprise.  No  new  houses  v/ere  erected  during  the  3^ar  1937. 

(c)  Selection  of  Tenants.  All  tenants  for  Council  houses  are  selected  by  a 
points  scheme.  Under  this  system  the  home  conditions  are  inspected  by  the 
Public  Healt’-'.  Inspector,  In  this  way  Council  tenants  are  selected  v/ith  due 
regajrd  to  overcra;ded  and  insanitai^^  conditions, 

(d)  Demolition  or  Closure  of  Unfit  Houses,  The  Borough  Council’s  programme 
for  slum  'clea\'anc'e  includes  the  provision  of  four  houses  which  the  Council 
have  indicated  that  they  r/ould  rehouse,  within  the  next  three  years.

The  se\;erage  scheme  for  the  T5o rough*  \/as  completed  in  195^  and,  v/ith  the 
exception  of  a  giToup  of  houses  near  tlie  Bridge  at  Cowhridge,  and  one  or  tv'o 
isolated  houses,  all  properties  in  the  BoixDugh  are  connected  to  the  public 
sevrer  and  have  properly  constructed  v/atcr  closets. 


The  Borough  Council  asked  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  provide  a  scheme 
for  a  se'nerage  extension  to  serve  four  houses  and  a  business  premises  at 
Hi^h  Street,  Cov/bridge,  This  section  v;as  held  in  abeyance  until  the  river 
at  this  point  v/as  diverted.

The  Covbridge  Borougli  is  a  specified  area  under  the  Rood  and  Drugs  (llilk, 
Dairies  and  nrtificnnl  Creaj.:)  net,  1990.  The  effecr  of  this  Act  is  that  only 
Tubcrculki  Tested,  Tuberculin  Tested  (pasteurised).  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
milk  v.By  be  sold  in  the  district.  Such  mdlk  has  to  be  delivered  to ^ the 
consum.or  in  sealed  bottles  or  containers  and  it  is  noM  illegal  to  retail  m.ilk 
by  can,  dipper  or  m.easure.  In  addition,  all  pasteurised  milk  must  be  oottled 
at  the  premises  at  i/hich  it  is  pasteurised  and  it  is  illegal  i  or  dealers  to 
break  dovm  pasteumised  nillc  in  their  dairies  or  at  any  time  ^/hile  in  their 
possession.
